rifh treot. Every afternoon castings 
are made superior to any we have yet 
seen. The great number of oirs 
u»ed on the roud causes a large 
amount of breakage and in conse- 
quence a heavy force is kept at work 
repairing and casting. 
When a 


wheel or any other part of a locomo- 
tive becomes disabled, it i< forth- 
with taken to the smashin^-up shop. 
This is square at the base and runs 
tip to nearly a point at the top. 
It 


is built as strong as wood and iron 
can make it. Oa strong cross brams 
a block rotary wheel is attached; 
through this wheel runs a strong 
rojw or rather a single pulley, some- 
thing Mimilar to the old fashioned 
pile drivers. Attached to this rope 
IH a heiivy iron ball of great weight: 
thf iron to be broken is placed in 
the center of the lower part of the 
building und the immens.* tall hoi-t- 
ed by steam power to the extreme 
top, when by the pnHing of a rope it 
becomes detached. falling with im- 
mense force in the iron below and 
smashing it t» pieces. This work 
goes on nil day and is necessary in 
order to furnish the furnace the suc- 
ceeding day. All through the prem 
ises work is going bravely on, an! 
we must say that a more prolific field 
for local items can nut he found h. 
tha State. Having struck BO good 
a thing, we shall continue to visit 
the works and endeavor to give a 
complete and proper description.—
